I will let you know when and 
where the show will be shown on TV just as soon as all those matters have been neg- 
otiated and agreed upon, Meanwhile keep your fingers crossed that the show will be 
turned into a series, then we could see the boys on TV every week!

Barry was 
almost arrested by an over-anxious police- 
man when he was seen putting a gun into the 
boot of his car at 5 o'clock in the morning.
